WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. 


(tP)—President Hoover point- 
ed today to the nation for 
which George Washington 
helped lay the foundations 
as one of the few human in- 
stitutions of the stage, and 
coach and candle era that 
has endured into the epoch of the 
airplane and incandescent lamp. 


Attending a 
joint 
session 
of 


congress for the first time since 
his inauguration, the 31st presi- 
dent paid tribute to the first in a 
speech that signalized the open- 
ing of a nine month celebration 
honoring the 200th anniversary of 
Washington's birth. 


To hundreds of national and in- 
ternational great who packed the 
house floor and galleries, the pres- 
ident declared that 
Washington 


flone—the nations founder—"con- 
tributed more to its origins than 
any other man," 


"Proudly we report to our fore-1 


fathers." he declared,, 'that the' 
republic is more secure, more con- 
stant, more powerful, more truly 
great than at any other time in 
its history." 


The president was flanked on

SHANGHAI, Feb.,22.—(.T)—Lieut. 


Gen. Kenkichi Uyeda's powerfully 
equipped Japanese army forced its 
way past and around the stoutlyi 
defended village of Kiangwan this 
afternoon in the most terrific at- 
tack since hostilities began Satur- 
day and slashed a slowly retreat- 
ing Chinese second line. 


Kiangwan village, defended by 


its saubborn little knot of a few 
hundred Chinese troops with te- 
nacity and bravery, held firm even 
after the Japanese line advanced 
pa?t and behind it. 


It continued to hold fast still 


later when the Chinese force to 
the rear of the village, which had 
assisted in its defense, began to 
retreat 
under the Japanese 
as- 


sault. The rear defense was bat- 
tered by fire from the Japanese 
artillery, 
from 
tanks 
nnd 
by 


bombs and machine gun fire from 
airplanes. 


The fall of the walled villag.; 


was rxpectod momentarily ns its 
rear 'iipport began to slump back. 
The Japanese drive, encircling the 
town on the north and pushing 
into the south, was made through 
a. huge gnp blasted out of the 
Chinese line during the forenoon. 
This was followed hv an artillery 
bombardment, for which a num- 
ber of additional big guns were 
brought up- 
Afterward, a fleet of 


tanks drove forward, clearing the 
way of snipers and machine gun 
nests. 


The plucky little Kiangwan gar- 


rison was faced with an apparent 
imminent 
necessity 
of 
choosing 


whether to flee through the fast. 
narrowing exit or to remain at 
their posts in danger of 
beinsr 


completely surrounded by nignt- 
fall. 


Jap Waves Recoil. 
In mldafternoon, 
however, the 


Japanese brigades beseiging the 
village to the cast and south be- 
gan to recoil from their Icrrifio 
attack of the morning. The Chi- 
nese traded punch for punch in 
this sector throughout the 
fore- 


noon ,and 
pushed the 
Japanese* 


back 'jnder heavy fire. 
The Japanese wedge pushed near- 


ly two miles into the defenses 
northwest of Kiangwan during the 
morning and forced the Chinese 
who were defending that sector to 
withdraw four miles to the rear. 
Even though accustomed to period- 
ic raids by Japanese 
bombing 


planes, the Chinese troops were

ON REPAYMENT SEED 


LOANSJS PASSED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—W)— 


Senate approval of the 
Barkley 


bill for a one-year "moratorium" 
on repayment of 1931 seed loans 
by farmers puts the issue up to 
the 
house

pronounced. 


Some members there contend It 


would constitute duplicate

lation since the act creating the 
federal seed loan office provided 
that time for repayment could be 
extended for one year on evidence 
of necessity.

NEW MANCHURIAN REPUBLIC

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
20.— 


Henry 
Pu-YI's new republic in 


Manchuria, Anquoa, has been giv- 
en that name because it means 
land of peace. 
But if the former 


boy emperor 
repeats 
his 
wild 


dashes and exits from the imper- 
ial palace at Pieplng, there will 
be little peace for him in Mukden. 


As a baby and young boy he 
was on and 
off 
the Manchu 


throne at Pieping and was held 
as a prisoner in the palace for 
years after China became a re- 
public. 
He was then a tool in the hands 


of Chinese politicians and again 
it is Chinese politicians, with the 
support of 
Japanese, who have 
elevated him to the head of a 
government—a government which 
is a republic 
with 
monarchial 


ceremonials and trappings 
such 
as will be appropriate for a mem- 
ber of the old Manchu dynasty. 
In Manchuria alone, President 


Henry Pu-Yi has a great black- 
soil land half again as big as 
Texas, the greatest 
soya bean 
area in the world. But not con- 
tent with giving the young presi- 
dent-emperor Manchuria, his sup- 
porters also have detached Mon- 
golia from China and turned it 
over to Anquoa. (Pronounced ap 
if spelled Ang-Kwa, with equal 
stress on both syllables). 
Mon- 


golia has been declared a part of 
the new nation. 


Mongolia has an area five times 
as great as Texas and an estimat- 
ed population of less than 3,000,- 
000. 
Manchuria has approximately 


30,000,000 inhabitants, all Chinese 
with the exception of about half 
a million Japanese and a million 
Koreans. 


Mongolia is divided into Inner 


Mongolia, a great stretch of des- 
ert and mountains immediately 
north of the great wall, ruled by 
princes who have recognized the 
suzerainty of China only in a 
vague way. 
Between this dis- 
trict and Siberia lies outer Mon- 
golia which has disavowed Chi- 
nese suzerainty and organized it- 
self into a so-called peoples' re- 
public along Soviet lines and has 
close relations with the Moscow 
government. 
Outer Mongolia is the 
buffer 


state in which Russian czars held 
a zone of influence for decades 
because the Soviet republic tcok 
up the same foreign policy. Con- 
sequently it is unlikely that An- 
kuoa, even with strong Japanese 
support, can ever gain a foot- 
hold there. 


The royal young president is re- 
ported to have insisted that his 
government be given imperial sur- 
roundings 
and 
character. 
To 


westerners who do not know the 
east, a royal republic is absurd, 
but to experts on far eastern af- 
fairs it is understandable.

IN MASSACHUSETTS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—(/P)—The 
New York Times said today for- 
mer Governor Alfred E. Smith 
had decided to give formal con- 
sent to his Massachusetts support- 
ers to pledge themselves to him as 
candidates to become delegates to 
the democratic national conven- 
tion and that an anouncement to 
that effect will be made this week. 
This step, the Times said, was 


brought about by the Massachu- 
setts election law, under which 
Smith is required to give his writ- 
ten consent—In a letter to the sec- 
retary of state or to each candi- 
date for delegate who wishes to 
run pledged to him. 
It is expected, the article said, 
that he will file a blanket con- 
sent with the secretary of state 
and that Governor Franklin D.

When he announced two weeks 
ago that he would accept the nom- 
ination for president if the demo- 
cratic national convention should 
offer it to him, Smith said he 
would make no campaign for dele- 
gates.

LEAGUE OF'NATJONS 
ASSEMBLY MEETING 
BEING PLANNED FOR 


GENEVA, 
Feb. 
20—(£•)—The 
League of Nations secretariat pro- 
ceeded today with plans for an ex- 
traordinary session of the League 
assembly which has been sum- 
moned for Mai on 3 to adjudicate 
China's case against Japan. 


In deciding the issue the call 
for the extraordinary session, ona 
delegate after another In the Lea- 
gue council adjured Japan to post- 
pone putting into effect its ulti- 
matum against the Chinese army 
which ended early this morning 
when the big drive at Shanghai 
began. 
Chairman Joseph Paul-Boncour 


of the council also made a final 
appeal to the two nations to avert 
hostllitiiels and said the assembly 
would be convoked because ' Chi- 
na has requested it and not be- 
cause of impotence of the coun- 
cil."Naotake Sato, Japanese delegate, 
heard ironic laughter from the 
spectators, when, during a debate 
in the council, he said Japan's 
interests in Manchuria and Shang- 
hai never had been protected bv 
the League. Jeers came from the 
audience when he said his coun- 
try resorted to force only to de- 
fend the interests of her people 
in China. 
"It is regrettable," he said, "that 
the council will transfer this mat- 
ter to the assembly because that 
will not settle the conflict." 
In calling the assembly session, 
the council acted on the petition 
of Dr. W. W. Yen, Chinese dele- 
pate, after deciding that Japan's 
legal objections to tho meeting 
were invalid. The American gov- 
ernment was Informed immediate- 
ly of developments. 
More than fif) nations which are 


members of the assembly are rep- 
resented here at the world disar- 
mament conference so tho session 
on March 3 is assured of a prac- 
tically complete attendance. 


Would Join Boycott.

A petition whose signers include 
Newton D. Baker has been sent 
to President Hoover, urging that 
the United States inform the Lea- 
gue of Nations it will concur in 
any economic pressure the latter 
may bring In an effort to stop 
Sino-Japanese 
fighting.
